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REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


Fe.tow-Cirizens :—The superintending school committee 
have performed the duties which were assigned them, by the 
‘Selectmen, and beg leave to make the following Report. 


There are eleven school districts in town, in neither of which 
has any teacher been retained, either in the summer or winter 
school, who has not been found qualified according to the require- 
ments of the statute. Wherethere was a deficiency of literary 
attainment, certificates have in all cases been withheld; and 
though such a course is alike painful to the examiners and _ the 
examined, and often subjects the former to the censures of those 
who are given to fault-finding, yet we are confident that an in- 
telligent community will approve the course. 

For the purpose of facilitating labor and saving expense to 
the town, the eleven districts were classed into three divisions, 

_and assigned to the three members of the committee, respective- 
ly, with the understanding that each should be responsible for 
the visiting and superintendence of his own schools, and for 
the report from those schools. Mr. Allen took the superintend- 
ence of districts No. 2, 8,8, 10. Dr. Eaton of No. 1,7, 9, and 
No. 6 one half the year. Dr. Magoon of No. 4, 5, 11, and of 
No. 6, one half the year. 

In most instances their Jabors have been facilitated by the aid 
of the agents in the districts, who have been careful that teach- 
ers did not commence school till approbated, or close their 
school without the knowledge of the superintending committee. 
In some cases they have felt an embarrassment in being obliged 
to examine a teacher after the school had commenced, and when 
arefusal to approbate would endanger the harmony of the district. 

We could wish that the agents, and the parents generally, 

_would more frequently visit the schools with the committee ; 
their suggestions might be of great service, and their presence 
would encourage the teacher and animate the pupils. 

General Condition of the Schools. It cannot have escaped the 
notice of the careful observer that there is a growing inteyest in 
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this town, in the cause of common school education. Withina 
short time, seven out of eleven districts have either erected new 
school houses, or so rebuilt and modernized their old ones as 
to make them about as good as new. Such considerate regard 
for the comfort and convenience of the pupils, is creditable to 
the liberality of the districts, and may be taken as a pledge that 
no reasonable exertions will be spared on their part, to facili- 
tate the education of our youth. ‘The school house in No. 9, is 
sadly out of repair. ‘The winter school for two years past has 
been nearly lost in consequence. Children cannot be expected 
to love school or to attend regularly, when they are obliged to sit 
on uncomfortable seats, and shiver with cold. We are happy 
to learn that the district contemplate an improvement in the 
house. 'The school house in No. 7 is not very old, but incon- 
venient in its internal arrangement. It would require but a 
trifling expense to make a new floor and put all the benches on 
a common level. | 

Teachers. With few exceptions, our teachers the past year, 
have been of a higher order than in some years before. We 
are glad to know that in some districts they appreciate the pol- 
icy of employing only the best teachers and paying wages ac- 
cordingly. Would it not be well to employ again those who 
have been well tried and are known to be successful? The 
difference between a good teacher and even an ordinary one, 
cannot be estimated in dollars and cents. 

In some instances females have been employed in the winter 
schools and with admirable success. When the districts are 
small and the scholars young, it is unquestionably more econ- 
omical to employ females ; for experience has proved that with 
equal literary qualifications, they are usually more successful in 
awakening the interest of the pupils and in communicating in- 
struction. 

School Books. 'There has been a commendable liberality in 
this town, in providing school books. Indeed some have been 
too ready at the suggestion of a new teacher, to get new and 
unauthorized books. In this way heavy expense has been 
thrown upon parents, and such a variety has been introduced as 
to defeat all attempts at classification. ‘There is a disposition | 
on the part of the scholar to procure a copy of every new book 
that may find its way into the school, and to use those as read- 
ing books which they are incapable of understanding. It would 
be well if each district would, in consultation with the superin- 
tending committee, determine upon a list of books to be used, 
and post it up in the school house. Might not this subject be 
taken into consideration to advantage at the school meetings ? 

Singing was introduced in the course of the year into dis- 
tricts No. 3, 4, 5, 6, 8,9, 10, with very happy effect, While we 
would not make this exercise so prominent as to interfere at all 
with the other regular exercises of the school, we cannot but 
cvevace tha hana that it mow receive more attention than here- 
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tofore. We aresatisfied that its influence is in every respect 
beneficial. When interspersed with the other exercises, it re- 
lieves the tedium so painful to young scholars—gives an agree- 
able stimulus to the mind—promotes a kindly feeling through- 
out the school—improves the taste—and gives power and dis- 
tinctness to the voice in reading. We have noticed that where 
singing is practiced, nearly every scholar will, in a few weeks, 
catch the tunes and join with delight in the exercise ; nor is this 
all; the scholars are apparently more cheerful and bappy—in 
their recreations they are less boisterous and more refined. 

School Money. We are happy to say that the town appropri- 
ated $100 more to our schools the last year, than heretofore. 
It is indicative of progress. Including the avails of the litera- 
ry fund, we distribute $586, but divided between eleven schools, 
the amount to each is small. Allow us to suggest the impor- 
tance of appropriating it all to paying for instruction, and of 
furnishing the board of teachers and firewood by other means. 
‘This is already practiced in most of the districts. 


Remarks on individual Districts. ‘Disrricr No. 1. Dr. Eaton 
Superintendent—Luther R. Hassell, Agent. The Summer 
Term of this school was under the care of Miss N. J. Spalding. 
The discipline of the schoo] was good—the recitations thorough. 
And the students exhibited a commendable degree of interest 
in their exercises. 

The Winter Term was under the tuition of Mr. George P. 
Estey. ‘Taking his youth and inexperience into consideration, 
Mr. E. discharged his duties in a very creditable manner. If 
the discipline was not quite so good as it should have been, it 
may be in part attributed to the size of the house and the ar- 
rangement of the seats. ‘The house is quite too small for the 
number of scholars. 


Districr No. 2. Mr. Allen, Superintendent—William M. 
Barron, Agent. Summer Term. Miss Mary lL. Hutchins, 
Teacher. This was her first attempt at teaching. She devo- 
ted herself with great industry to her charge, and was very 
successful. The pupils seemed to be under good discipline, 
and they made gratifying progress. A class in geography ap- 
peared unusually well. We could wish that the parents in this 
district would visit the school more. These enterprising fami- 
lies are not accustomed thus to neglect their other interests. 
Is there a child in town so fond of study as not to be somewhat 
discouraged if his parents never visit the school? Is there one 
so dull as not to be animated if they encourage him by their 
presence and by their smile of approbation when he does well? 

Winter Term. Mr. William M. Spalding, Teacher. He is 
a good scholar, and requires his pupils to be thorough in their 
recitations. If they did not go over as much ground as some 
others, they understood what they did go over. ‘The impression 
~-ode at the examination was that the scholars had been studious, 
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and had acquired a habit of thinking for themselves. There 
are some fine minds in this school, which give promise of supe- 
rior scholarship. 


District No. 3. Mr. Allen, Superintendent—Thomas Par- 
ker, Agent. Summer Term. Miss Priscilla L. Merrill, Teach- 
er. This district receives more money than any other in town. 
"The school commenced with a large number of scholars, but di- 
minished in the course of the term nearly one half. The teach- 
er came well recommended and sustained a fair examination. 
But it isimpossible to judge of the qualifications of a teacher 
from a mere examination. It became apparent, in the early 
part of the school, that there was a mutual indifference between 
teacher and pupils. As a consequence, the government be- 
came Jax and the recitations dull. Where there is no percep- 
tible progress in the studies, it may be safely inferred that the 
time of the pupils and the money expended are somewhat worse 
than lost. Weare happy to say that the parents in this district 
manifest an increasing interest in the improvement of youth, 
which promises well for the future. 

Winter Term. Mr. Alexis Proctor, Teacher. ‘This was his 
first attempt at school keeping—but he happily sueceeded in 
securing the confidence and esteem of both parents and d pupils. 
There has been a marked improvement in the school—a pro- 
priety of demeanor—a studious application—and a waking up 
of intellect which is alike honorable to the scholars and the 
teacher. We have ever thought that there were elements here of 
a good school. Wecan recommend Mr. P. as a faithful and 
promising teacher. 


Disrrict No. 4. Dr, Magoon, Superintendent and Agent. 
Summer Term. Miss Sabra Lund, Teacher. ‘This school did 
not make the progress which might have been made, had there 
been more perfect union in the district. For this, neither the 
teacher or scholars are to be blamed.. 

Winter Term. Mr. Charles D. Marshall, Teacher. The tact 
of keeping school is known to but few. The course which Mr. 
M. pursued, was well adapted to inspire the pupils with anima- 
tion. ‘They seemed to be interested andhappy. The teacher 
won to himself a good reputation, the affection of the scholars, 
and the esteem of the committee. We hope he will be employ- 
ed again. . 


District No. 5. Dr. Magoon, Superintendent— Walter Reed, 
Agent. Summer Term. Miss Mary B. Spalding, Teacher. 
Miss S. has taught this school two summers with very mark- 
ed success. She has qualities, a as a teacher, of the first or- 
der. Her government, though “extremely mild, is efficient, 
and she has the faculty of communicating instruction in an 
agreeable and attractive manner. ‘The parents and scholars 
deserve credit for the interest they have manifested in the

school. Any district in town may consider themselves sortutseite 
to secure the services of Miss Spalding. 

Winter Term. Mr. John F. Marsh, Teacher. The chair- 
man of the committee has not received the report of the synere 
intendent of this school. 


Districr No. 6. Dr. Eaton, Superintendent—Simeon Wil- 
son, Agent. Summer Term. Miss Martha J. Gage, 'Teacher. 
This district have been fortunate during the last two years, in 
their selection of teachers. ‘hey were no less so this year. It 
is seldom that we visit a school where the course of instruction 
is more thorough, or the discipline better than in this. 

Winter Term. Mr. William Claggett, Teacher. Under his 
instruction, great improvement was made in what we regard the 
most essential and most neglected branch of study, that of read- 
ing. All the exercises on the day of examination, were very 
creditable, both to the scholars and the teacher, and satisfactory 
to the committee. 


Distaicr No. 7. Dr. Eaton, Superintendent—Daniel Moore, 
Agent: Summer Term. Miss Abby N. Eastman commenced 
the school with a very anxious desire to discharge her duties to 
the district, but a want of energy and experience on the part of 
the teacher, and a spirit of insubordination on the part of some 
of the scholars, resulted in the premature termination of the 
school, without the knowledge of the committee. 

The Winter Term was under the care of Mr. George L. Mc 
Allister. The discipline was of the first order. Every thing 
was well done. ‘The course of instruction in arithmetic was 
particularly thorough. ‘The committee noticed great improve~ 
ment in the deportment of the scholars. ‘The district will find 
it for their interest to secure the services of the same teacher 
again. 

Disrricr No.8. Mr. Allen, Superintendent—Jacob Holt, 
Agent, Summer Term. Miss Laura A. Wheeler, Teacher. 
She has taught school in this town before, with success. Her 
government is kind and efficient. She has the faculty of inspir- 
ing her pupils with a feeling of self-respect, a sense of pro- 
priety, and a spirit of industry. At the examination at the 
close of the school, the recitations were prompt, and there was 
evidence of progress in all the studies, which was alike credita- 
ble to the pupils and the teacher. 

Winter Term. Miss Nancy J. Spalding, Teacher. She ac- 
quired a good reputation in district No. 1, last summer, and 
perhaps it is enough to say that she fully sustained herself and 

‘the former character of the school. Her success has proved 
that the district were wise in employing a female for the win- 
ter term. ‘There were some large scholars, but they conducted 
with propriety. ‘The examination at the close of the school, 
was altogether satisfactory. We can safely recommend both 
the teacher of the summer and winter school, as well tried and

faithfal. This district deserve great credit for the neat and 
comfortable school house which they have erected the last year. 


Districr No. 9. Dr. Eaton, Superintendent—William P. 
Moore, Agent. For the Summer Term, the agent in this district 
had the good fortune to secure the services of Miss Adaline Mc 
Gilvreay. By her active efforts in awakening an interest, not 
only among the scholars, but in the district generally—by her 
affectionate attention and devotedness to her pupils, and by her 
thorough and persevering course of instruction, she has added 
much to her former high reputation. 

Winter Term. 'The uncomfortable state of the school house 
operated very much to the disadvantage of the winter school. 
Mr. Geo. P. Hadley, the teacher, maintained a rigid discipline, 
and exerted himself very much, to advance the interest of the 
school. 


Disrricr No. 10. Mr. Allen, Superintendent—E. P. Park- 
hurst, Agent. The district were engaged during the summer, 
in rebuilding their school house—consequently there was no 
school. We congratulate them on their neat and comfortable 
new house. 

The Winter Term was under the care of Miss D. Jane Ste- 
phens, who applied herself with fidelity and general success to 
her task. While all the exercises at the examination appeared 
well, the reading and the compositions were worthy of special 
commendation. The parents in this district understand that 
time is not lost, which is devoted to wistting their school. We 
most heartily commend their practice. ‘The good effects of it 
are apparent through all the school. 


District No. 11. Dr. Magoon, Superintendent—Joshua K. 
Bowers, Agent. Summer Term. Miss Sarah S. B. Bowers, 
Teacher. ‘This school did very well. It has been under the 
instruction of Miss B. before. She maintains astrict discipline, 
and is thorough in her instruction. ‘The scholars made im- 
provement. . 

Winter Term. Mr. John Spaulding, Teacher. His experi- 
ence has won for him a good reputation, as a thorough and cor- 
rect teacher, and the school made that improvement which 
might have been expected. } 

In concluding their report, the committee have to express 
their thanks to the parents who have so generally co-operated 
with them in their well meant exertions. Let us hope that eve- 
ry successive year will witness increased endeavors to raise our 
common schools to the highest standard of excellence.

The Selectmen, in making their report, have endeavored to 
give a true statement of the affairs of the town, as near as pos- 
sible, and if there are errors, they are of the head, and not of 
the heart. . 

_ With regard to the Town Farm, the Selectmen have visited 
it several times during the year, and can bear testimony to the 
good treatment and prudent management of the superintendent. 
Every thing looks neat in and about the house. The inmates 
look cheerful, and speak in high praise of the superintendent 
‘and his amiable lady. Owing to unforeseen events, the crop of 
corn was very light, being mostly destroyed by.worms. ‘The 
crop of rye was also very light, and about one half that was 
raised this year has been sown. ‘There are now 14 acres sown 
with rye, which promise well for a good crop. The potato crop 
was excellent, and beans, and all other sauce appear to have 
been raised in abundance. By the foregoing report, it will be 
seen what has been bought for the farm, and what has been 
sold from it. ‘The present superintendent appears to be well 
calculated to manage the farm for the ‘benefit of the town, and 
we hope for his comfort, but we trust not for his ease. The 
provisions and clothing‘ will compare favorably with any 
previous year—they are as good, if not better than at any time 
since we have had the farm. It willbe seen that there has been 
some stock bought for the farm, and some sold off. ‘There is 
now some young stock growing, with a fair prospect that in two 
years they may raise their own meat, and save buying. It will 
be seen by the report that the whole amount of the expense of 
the poor is charged to the alms house, but it will be observed 
that the expense of Mrs. Chamberlain was not’ at the alms 
house, but was paid out of money in the treasury, and charged 
to the alms house, and which is now due from the county, as is 
also the case of Drinkwater’s child. 
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With regard to the coming year, there will be required money 
to be expended to repair the south road, -which is indicted from ‘ 
Nashville line to Amherst line, and from Wright’s tavern to “% 
Milford line, and the expense of repairing it probably will not i 
fall short of $150; and also to repair the two bridges on the 
road from Reed’s Ferry to Bedford, at an expense of not less 
than $50, which are all the extra expenses that will be required 
the ensuing year, to our knowledge, and as it requires from five 
to six hundred dollars for the ordinary expenses of the town, 
generally, it is our opinion that if the town raise one thousand 
dollars, that it will pay the expenses of the ensuing year, and 
together with what other resources the town has, will pay one 
half of the debt the town now owes.
